The Chamber of Commerce 
prize of $350 for the best land- 
scape of St. Louis or vicinity, pref- 
erably an industrial scene, was won 
by Barnett with “The Stone Indus- 
try,” a study of the Pickel Marble 
Works on South Vandeventer ave- 
nue, painted in winter, The paint- 
ing becomes the property of the 
Chamber of Commerce in consider- 
ation of the award. 

Only Two Newcomers. 

The list of prize winners of the 
current exhibition is largely made 
up of famillar names, there being 
but two newcomers among them. 
These are Heinz Warnicke, a 
young sculptor from Germany 
but two years in this country, 
whose modernist pleces created 
much discussion a year ago and 
who was awarded the Frederick

The ballots were opened 
Wednesday afternoon in the office 
of William B. Ittner, architect, 
Board of Education Building, and 
the eight names receiving the high- 
est votes, certified to the City Hall. 

“We are working in exactly the 
same direction as’the architects of 
Los Angeles,” LaBeaume related. 
“The proposed commission, if its 
recommendations are adopted by 
the city, like the St. Louis archi- 
tects will face a two-fold problem. 
First, the designing of the Plaza. 
That will be done free, except, as 
provided, for the actual cost of de- 
signing.

Amount of Bank Interest. 

The amount Of bank interest 
the city has realized could not be 
determined without laborious cal- 
culation, but the total is less than 
half the total of interest paid out 
by the city, because the money 
does not stay in bank constantly. 

One large item in the bonds 
does not come out of general rev- 
enue of the city—the item for 
building the new Missouri River 
waterworks. Interest and prin- 
cipal on the bonds for this come 
from Water Department revenue. 
The figures for waterworks bonds 
which are included in the totals 
given above, are: Interest paid 
and accrued, $84,375; bonds is-

MISSOURTS STARVED LIBRARY SERVICE. 

Eighty-nine of the 126 counties of Missouri. repre 
senting a population of 2,000,000, are without tax- 
supported public libraries. The only public library 
service available to them ifs that of the State Library 
Commission with a circulating library of a scant, 
$2,000 volumes. On the basis of the first 10 months’ 
of this year it is expected that 125,000 rural Missouri- | 
ens will have been benefited by the service. This 
represents an increase of 30 per cent over the pre 
yious year. 

The limits of she avaflable service, however. have | 
been reached. Though the demand for free reading 
ought to be larger im a State of Missour!'s size, the 
demand has already exceeded the supply of the Li-| 
brary Commission. Requests for information. or the 
beoks containing ft, on a variety of constructive and 
educational subjects are being turned away by the 
score. And why? ; 

The appropriation for the commission was never 
large enough. At its highest, with $13.350 a year for 
1921 and 1922, it was cut for 1923 and 1924 to $11.525 
a year.

The 
auditors find the county books in 
generally good condition, but re- 
port that during 1923 estates in 
‘Probate Court were overcharged 
| $5214, under the Auditor’s inter- 
‘pretation of the Jaw. 
| Because the law on the charging 
of fees in Probate Court as well as 
in other county officés is capable 
of varying interpretations, how- 
ever, the auditors recommend that 
steps be taken to insure uniform 
charging of fees tn county offices 
throughout the Sthte. In the case 
‘of the Probate Court of St. Louis 
County the figure $5214, which the 
‘auditors interpret as an over- 
'charge, represents no profit to any 
| individual. 
| Atthe time the audit was sought 
ithe sponsors of the move remained 


(in the background, but it was ru- 
'mored that figures would be re- 
vealed that might bring discredit 
‘on several candidates of the Clean 
Election Jeague who hold county 
offices. The only books to which 
‘the auditors take substantial issue, 
however, are those of Probate 
Judge Hodgdon and in his case the 
‘Issue arises through a variation in 
‘the interpretation of the law. 
| Report on Audit Voluminous, 
The audit was made by Cornel] 
|& Co., accountaints, with offices in 
the Arcade Bullding. Prepared un- 
der the direction of C. F, Mayer the 
audit is contained in a volume of 
323 pages, most of which are dou- 
bled to accommodate balance 
sheets. Preparation of the audit 
‘report consumed about five 
| months. 
| In the office of Probate Judge 
| Hodgdon the auditors found that 
‘in 1923 a total of $16,745 was col- 
‘lected ag fees from estates. The 
auditors fix the proper charge un- 


‘der the law, as they interpret it, at. 


$11,531, a difference in favor of 
the various estgtes of $5214. 
The Probate Judge is pald from 

fees, his maximum salary being 
$6000 a vear. 
‘the salaries of office help, and of- 
ifice expenses from fees. Surplus 
‘funds revert to the county so that 
‘an overcharge against an estate 
‘would either be used in salary ex- 
penses or would go to the county. 
| Cases of Small Estates, 

| Auditors found that In some in- 
|gtances letters of administration 
were granted to estates the value 
‘of which did not justify such an ex- 
‘pense. One $10 estate, for exam- 
ple, {se assessed administration 
‘costs of $20.45. 

' In commenting on the Probate 
Court the auditors recommend a 
‘uniform system of records for all 
county offices as well as a unlform 
system of assessing fees. Similar

Fascism’s Last Chance.

If Mussolin! | 
is able to enforce his recent prom- | 
ise to make the Fascist party sub- | 
ordinate to law like the other par-| 
ties and to make the black-shirted | 
militia a national, and not a party 
institutlon—in other words, to de-| 
mobilize militant Fascism definite- | 
ly—the party can continue to ex-'! 
ercise an important influence. on/| 
public affairs despite its past mis- 
takes. If not, Fascism will have 
virtually the whole nation opposed 
to it and it will have to dissolve. 

Mussolini, if he can detach him- 
self from the Fascist extremists. 
willl continue strong, but he is now 
politically a prisoner to his Tib- 
eral allies, who support him sole- 
ly on the condition that he accept 
the program outlined by them. 

Thus the three reforms by which 
the extreme Fascisti hoasted they 
would “conquer the Itallan state” 
will probably tame affairs down. 
The Liberal leaders, Giolitti, Sa- 
landra and Orlando, who are re- 
nuted to enjoy the confidence of 
the King. recently served notice 
on Mussolini that his projected re- 
| form of the Constitution must con- 
fine itself to the minor details and 
not touch the fundamentals.

A. The life of a B battery Its de- 
pendent upon the amount of cur- 
rent that is drawn from them. 
Multi-tube sets draw a greater 
amount of current from B batteries 
than do single tube sets.

One isa 
failure of many constructors to use

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Court Decides for Foster Mother 
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Pollan, taking the stand for the plaintiff, 
testified that the desire of his wife to have 
her child amounted to an obsession and that 
he feared for her health unless she was given 
custody. Counsel for the mother pointed out, 
also, that Mrs. Shosted had a son by her sec- 
ond marriage and therefore would not be left 
childless if June were taken from her. 

The Judge, however, reminded the clamor- 
ing women that this was a case of law and 
one in which no emotional elements should 
enter. He said that he would be unwilling 
to judge between the claims of a natural 
mother and a foster mother were the legal 
points equal. But he declared that June had 
been legally adopted by Mrs. Shosted; that 
the law presumed June’s mother to have 
abandoned claim to her at birth; that Mrs. 
Shosted was able financially and fitted mor- 
ally to care for the child. Therefore the 
adoption would have to stand. 

Mrs. Pollan took the case to the Court of 
Appeals, but here the adoption was upheld. 
Her sister, following this decision, moved 
with June, her son and thhusband to Los An- 
geles. It appeared as if Mrs. Pollan were 
finally defeated. She grieved over the denial 
of her claim and made several attempts to 
take her life, Pollan later testified. 
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Each Appeals Again ¢ to Court 
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Finding that she could not be comforted, 
her husband took her to California and they 
started another court fight for possession of 
June. The story was repeated to a Judge 
here, and the same drama of mother and fos- 
ter mother contending for a child dear to 
both was unfolded. There were intensely 
emotional scenes as the sisters glared at éach 
other, each accusing the other of falsehood. 
Lawyers for Mrs. Pollan brought into court 
the outfit she had sewed for June, explaining

The deputy did so and Tilghman released 
Lynn. Whereupon Lynn drew another pistol 
and shot Tilghman three times. He then 
disarmed the deputy and drove away, later 
surrendering to a Sheriff in another eounty. 


Before Judge Crump Took Hold 


Lynn has been indicted for murder and his 
trial is pending, due to a dispute as to juris- 
diction. He asserted that he was not 
drunk the night of the killing. As he tells 
it, he had driven to Cromwell to raid the 


Murphy dance hall, taking the Lutka woman 
along to search women prisoners. When he 
got out of his automobile his pistol went off 
accidentally as he was preparing to release the 
safety catch. Tilghman rushed out, pistol in 
hand, and grappled with him. and they strug- 
gied, each intent on killing the other. He 
shot first, is Lynn’s explanation. 

The shootings of “‘Dirty Neck” Charley and 
Capt. Tilghman having been described, the 
correspondent wgs told how, in Cromwell’s 
crime-filled past, a man named Jones was 
shot by his partner, Smith. They were camp- 
ing near town and both had gone to bed 
drunk. Jones got up first and Smith, still 
hazy from liquor, fired both barrels of a shot- 
gun at him, explaining to the Sheriff that “1 
thought I ought to shoot him.” 

Cromwell citizens, recounting the stories of 
other shootings, tales of hijacking and rob- 
bery, tales of gambling and “dope” running 
last night almost invariably finished by say- 
ing, “Cromwell used to be bad. But that -was 
before Judge Crump took hold.” 

In this way the truth gradually came out. 
Most of the merchants in the town uphold 
Judge Crump, but the oil fields faction are 
bitter. You do not hear about the Judge in 
Cromwell until rou make a slichting remark 
as to its alleged wickedness.

He took as his first motif the original Nieto 
bubble-—‘'5,000,000 acres of Bayano timber 
land.”’ 

‘“T talked Bayano, 
said, ‘‘until finally Il 
stuff myself.” 

There was a wistful look in his eye-—the 
look of a man who dreamed a dream and 
mourns that he had to wake up. 

“The idea grew on me almost as it grew on 
the people to whom I described it. Every 
day I spoke of it more convincingly and there 
grew in my mind a sort of confidence that 
there must be something real in it. I almost 
hypnotized myself into believing that I had 
those thousands of acres of oil and timber 
lands down in Panama. Of course, I didn’t 
have anything.”’ 

Whether or not Koretz succumbed to auto- 
suggestion, it is certain that others succumbed 
to his suggestion. He checks over a long 
list of men who “insisted” that he accept their 
money. “Investors,” he declares, is a “polite 
name for them.” : 

These investors fell over themselves in 
rushing to place money in the Bayano River 
Syndicate. His four brothers, Julius, Ferdl- 
nand, Emil and Ludwig, invested about $160,- 
900 with him. Henry A. Klein, a Chicago 
broker, invested $262,000. On the day Ko- 
retz skipped, Klein rushed a check for $16,- 
000 to his office in order to get In on “an- 
other good thing.” 

The game went big with women writing 
notes to Koretz beseeching him to let them 
buy stock in the company, and men clamor- 
ing for blocks of it. Not for 165 years did 
any investor think to take a trip down to 
the Bayano River to see whether Kore*z really 
owned the land be boasted of, or whether 
there was any olf beneath it, or whether it 
was a land of gorgeous plenty, as his cireu- 
lars desertbed. 

ut last year six investors said, “We'll go 
down and look over the property.” 

“Sure.” agreed Koretz. “I'll pay the exe 
penses.”’ 

He saw them off. He did not wait for 
their bewildered cablegram weeks later which 
asked, “Where is your land? Give us fur- 
ther instructions. Can't find it.” 

Koretz knew the jig was up. He skipped, 
leaving his wife to support herself by selling 
coal and acting as a stenographer and his 
brothers to make out _the best way they could. 

The $375,000 he sent them to cover their 
losses they were too honest to take and have 
turned it over to the creditors for pro rata 
distribution.

babes in this coun- 
iry, 80 ccme into 
the world with per- 
fect bodies. Only 
20 are in any way 
defective. What happens to 
these children by the t’me they 
have arrived at adult age? 

Out of the hundred children 
who have now grown up. only 
20 are in norma! health. Eig*ty 
are defective, diseased or pre- 
disposed to ailments in some 
way. 

The number of our defect- 
ives, in other words. quadruples 
between birth and maturity. 

What happens, then, to~ our 
health during the years of 
childhood? 

And is there any method by 
which this deplorable increase 
in defectiveness can be 
checked? 

For 40-years this problem 
was worked over by an em'nent 
Italian p*ysician, the late Prof. 
Ac'ille de Giovanni of the Uni- 
versity of Padua. He examined 
and treated thousands of cases: 
took down enough notes to fill 
a small library. He continued 
his work throughout the war, 
while he was training students 
and rehabilitating injured sol- 
diers. 

Toward the close of his long 
and useful life, De Giovanni 
enceeeded in evolving and ap- 
piving a set of “health prin- 
cirles” which seemed to pro- 
vice a definite and exceedingly 
simple answer to the cuestion, 
“Why are not most peopie 
physically norma!?’’ 

These principles, based on 
common sense, are now being 
spread throughout the En- 
ropean medical world through 
De Giovanni's former disciples. They are the basis 
for what may eventually be recognized everywhere 
as an entirely new and practicable science of health. 
Anyone may apply them to himseif. Parents partic- 
ularly may find in them the means for overcoming 
most of the troubles and anxieties which they experi- 
ence while their children are growing up. 

In this country there has appeared as yet only 
one representative of De Giovanni's new science. He 
is Dr. Philip Rice, fellow of the American College 
of Surgeons. Dr. Rice has been avplying the meth- 
od in his own practice with remarkable results. and 
has expounded it in a book, shortly to be published, 
called “The Basis of Health.” 

“How anxious we are about the welfare of ovr 
children!” exclaimed Dr. Riee. when the writer first 
consulted him. “Parental love calls out the very best 
thatisin us. We give our youngsters the advantaze 
of every bit of knowledge and experience that we 
possess. We educate them. train them and safeguard 
their health by every possible means. 

“And what is the result of all this care? 

“Nothing less than the fact that we are allowing 
our babies actually to grow into defects and disease. 
Most illmesses can be traced back to the period of 
childhood. There are plenty of figures to substan- 
tiate this statement. For instance: The Surgeon- 
General of the United States Army, reporting the 
physical examinations of the drafted men in 1917, 
showed that of the 3,764,000 men who had been ex- 
amined prior to Dec. 15, 550,000 were rejected as 
unfit during the first examination. and the greater 
part of another half-mill'on were rejected on re- 
examination. In short. 21 out of every 100 were 
rejected as totally unfit for service. 

“These appalling conditions mean nothing if not 
that our ideas of child development and our gen- 
eral conceptions of health must be, in a large meas- 
ure, faulty. It is not reasonable to think that meth- 
ods grounded on a clear and full understanding of 
the problem could prove so worthless as have those 
which have been employed by us so far. 

“The fundamental fact is that we do not yet 
understand the facts which govern the growth of 
our children. We do net realize that their devel- 
opment is determined by exact laws of health which 
can be exactly studied. We do not understand 
that their bodies must be kept normally balanced— 
just as the heavenly bodies are kept balanced by 
unehangeable physical laws. There is as little 
probability that mere chance rules the health of the 
child as there is that mere chance rules the rising 
and setting of the sun. The laws of growth must 
be learned and then applied. 

“A still more fundamental fault in our current 
methods of attacking disease is this: We habit- 
ually think in terms of disease and not in terms of 
health. In fact, we have no language of health. 
When we try to think of. health, all we can think of 
is the absence of disease. 

“What does this mean?

We are like an army that is so occupied 
watching the enemy that it has no time to prepare 
its organization of defense. ‘ 


“We are very particular about baby’s shoes be- 
ing of exactly the right size and shape—but we are 
far less particular about the right size and shape 
of his lungs and liver. No two bodies are ever 
just alike, and an outside influence such as a drug 
which may be beneficial to one may be poisonous 
to.another.

as helpless as our own péople were up until quite 
recent times. 

The curse of a mystical, ignorant priestcraft has 
still followed them when our more modern races 
have rid themselves of this handicap. 

Separate and distinct from the brown San Blas 
Indians, yet a part of them, the White Indians seem 
to be both outcasts and a dominaat people. The 
brown San Blas Indians occupy the Atlantie coastal 
region and the numerous coral islands off the shore.

HEN the belated -Christmas 
shopper purchases a gift at the 
eleventh hour, wraps it hastily 
and hurries to mail it, she 

drops the parcel into the mail box with 
a sigh of relief 

“There!’’ she is likely to say to her- 
self. “‘Thank goodness, that’s over!” 

She doesn’t worry for fear it will not 
reach the destination safely. Neither 
does she realize that her parcel is one 
of thousands handled hourly in the St. 
Louis Postoffice during the Christmas 


rush, and that it may have from 100,000 
t6 500,000 companions, many identical 
in size and color, as it travels across tife 
country. | 

When Mary Smith of Fairmount, Mo., 
receives an unexpected Christmas gift 
from a friend at Mount Washington, 
one-half mile down the line, she rushes 
to buy something and send it by return 
mail. She gets her package to the post- 
office half an hour before No. 9 is 
due, tells the village Postmaster how 
important it is, and trusts to the mail 
service to do the rest. Her friend calls 
her that afternoon to tell her that .the 


A camrier in a mail truck collects the 
card from the mail box along with hun- 
dreds of other cards, letters and par- 
cels, takes them by the sackful and 
speeds away to the postoffice. He un- 
loads the sacks, carries them in and 
dumps them on a large table. 

Then the force of postoffice clerks 
come into the picture. They stand 
ready at their stations to receive the 
mail. The letters are faced all one way, 
with the address side up for the cancel- 
ling machine. Six hundred letters per 
minute is the record of these electrically 
operated machines.

The pouch of mail was hung on a 
/erane, to be caught by the train as it 
sped through the village at 60 miles 
‘an hour. Catching these mail pouches 
' safely on board is one of the little acro- 
| batic feats which come as part of the 
job for the railway mail clerk. 

With the train going at the high rate 
of speed, and Mount Washington just 
half a mile away, the clerk had only 39 
seconds to open that pouch, see what 
mail was there for the next station, 
transfer it to the Mount Washington 
nouch and throw it off. There was no 
time for loafing. : 

One man held the pouch ready for 
the other to put his key in the lock. 
The strap which held the pouch together 
was deftly removed, and the clerk went 
through the mail to see what was desig- 
nated for Mount Washington Yes, 
there were some letters and a small 
parcel 

With a skillful hand he put them into 
the pouch which had been made up, 
and as the train sped through the little 
town the pouch was thrown off. There 
it was picked up, taken to the postoffice 
for distribution, and when Mary’s friend 
‘called for her mail a half-hour later, 
she found the Christmas gift! 
| When a salesman from a New York 
firm telegraphs from Chicago that he 
must hare his pay check at a downtown 
St. Louts hotel by a certain time, that 
he may spend Christmas at home, he 
arrives in St. Louis and finds the check 
waiting for him.

Here the mail is worked into pouches 
for the various railway mail trains, 
each pouch bearing a label showing the 
train for which it is intended. The man_ 
who does the pouching must be an ex-) 
pert. He must know what mail each | 
train leaving the city takes, just what) 
time the train leaves and what connec- | 
tions it makes with other trains. 

The pouch label is stamped with his) 
name, and if he should send a package | 
of mail to the wrong train, the error is’ 
noted on the label, which is returned to) 
his supervisory official. Errors of this) 
nature are charged against his effi-| 
ciency record. The clerk who makes! 
up the packages is charged with his er-| 
rors in the same manner. 

When the pouches are ready for dis-| 
patch they are hauled to the various| 
mail trains by laborers, who must have 
strong arms for pulling and loading. 

The service of the railway postoffice 
is. perhaps, less familiar to the general 
public than that of the carrier or the 
clerk within the city postoffice. All 
day, or all night—whichever the sched- 
ule may be—the clerk stays at his task 
in his corner of the mail car, going over 
each piece of mail which comes under; 
his jurisdiction as the train travels from 
town to town. 

Before the mail is unloaded from the 
trucks the elerk is at his work making 
preparations for the trip. The ear is 
“dressed,’’ or made ready, for receiving 
the pouches. When the pouches are 
thrown on ther are opened at once and 
the mail arranged for distribution to 
the towns and villages along the route, 
and to connecting lines. 

For example, on a mail train travel- 
ing between St. Louis and Kansas City, 
the “local mail” is madé up in three 
sections. By local mail is meant that 
which is to be distributed to towns be- 
tween here and Kansas City.

country. The committee is of the opin- 
ion that these investigations should be 
conducted simultaneously by anthro- 
pologists, geneticists and pathologists.”’ 

The White Indians may be the be- 
ginning of a new white race, perhaps 
duplicating what happened many thou- 
sands of years ago when the present 
white race was evolved from  dark- 
skinned stock. If this is so, the White 
Indians are what are known as biologic 
“sports,’’ a condition of extreme scien- 
tific interest because of its bearing on 
the biological problems of man. 

Marsh now is organizing another ex- 
pedition to penetrate the White Indian 
country next January. The 1925 party 
will include scientists capable of making 
a thorough study of the origin of this 
new white race. 

One of the very last unknown corners 
of the globe will be explored, the mys- 
teries of a strange white empire will be 
revealed, a new race will be explained 
to the world.

the stature. If the bi-lateral reach 
is greater than the _ stature, the 
nervous system is highly or even over- 
developed. In children this denotes 
great activity of the mind, great sensi- 
tiveness. Such children are often en- 
couraged to study too much, just be- 
cause of their ‘brilliance’; they are 
‘rushed’ through school; they are fed 
with excitement. Such treatment of a 
nervous or ‘erethistic’ child is noth- 
ing short of vicious. 

“If the bi-lateral reach is shorter than 
the stature, a sluggish, torpid, nervous 
condition is indicated. In children this 
deficiency of reach indicates ‘slowness’ 
or ‘backwardness’; but they should not 
on this account be classified as ‘subnor- 
mal,’ as they so frequently are in the 
new psychological tests. They should 
merely be stimulated to action, and 
should be encouraged to take as much 
exercise as possible. With good breath- 
ing exercises and dieting, their deficien- 
cles can easily be overcome. 

“The negro usually has a reach far in 
excess of his stature; this accounts for 
the vivid negro temperament, for the 
negro invention of jazz.

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(on the other hand, have as a rule very

Because of their 
abundant vitality they are strongly in- 
clined to abuse their organs.

| the table—and are victims of indiges- 
tion, chronic liver troubles, and partic- 
ularly of severe acute diseases; pneu- 
monia, pleurisy and acute affections of 
the heart. Their diseases are always 
very active. Their predispositions can 
only be overcome through very moder- 
ate and careful exercise, and through 
the practice of intelligent abstinence. 
“A deficient chest circumference, on 
the other hand, denotes a primitive or 
infantile development. The lungs, 
heart and arteries are poorly developed; 
the functions are weak and sluggish; 
there is insufficient oxygen, poor nu- 


trition, little vitality, low resistance. 
Yet the mortality is no higher among 
persons of this class than among their 
opposites. This is because they are less 
inclined to abuse themselves. But many 
become habitual invalids and drag on 
thus for years. Their acute diseases 
develop slowly. They never have high 
temperatures. These people must be 
properly stimulated; must be made to 
exercise vigorously. 

“as to diet, there are always three 
things to be considered: the individual's 
age, his structural proportions and his 
occupation. Children, for instance, 
whose bones are gradually hardening, 
must have skeleton-building foods;
